To which intent (notwithſtanding their 
diuerſitie of opinions) the auncient Philoſophers 
altogither endeuoured, ſeeking euery one after his 
veine, in ſuch ſort to polliſn and beautiſie that moſt

better toreceiue the print of vertues ſeale, we might 
inthis race of frailtie clime to ſome degree (at leaſt 
of true happineſſe and ſound felicitie. But becauſe 
the name ot vertue is of ſuch maieſtie, as at the firſt 
view it would daſh and diſmaie her firſt and ſeeble 
beholders, certaine Philoſophers caſting aſide their 
froſtie beards, and other ſuch ceremonies of Philo- 
ſophicall ſhowe : with louing care to cheriſn and 
maintaine thoſe ſoft and gentle mindes, that could 
not yet well brooke the painfull brunts of ſcholler- 
like cuſtomes : haue deuiſed certaine pleaſant con- 
fections (as it were where with to ſauce and ſwee- 
tenthe ſtudie of Philoſophie,) handling each part 
thereof ſo familiarly, that the moſt wilde and hag- 

ard heades were oftentimes reclaimed to harken 
and follow their wholeſome Leſſons. And fo the 
Phrigian fabler _1e/ope, giuing fained ſpeech and 
conference of talke to creatures vnreaſonable, vn» 
der cloake and colour thereof, left vnto thereaſo- 
nable moſt neceſſary precepts of all humanitie and 
morall dutie. The like hath bene done fromtime to 
time by a number of noble Poets, who in their fa- 
bled forgeries (if they bee well marked) haue vtte- 
red all maner of moſtdeepe and profound learning, 
I ſpeak not of the Comike writers, who pretending 
but ſport, by pretie contriuement of parts and per- 
ſons, teache 3 beare our ſelues towardes all 
ſorts, and ſpecially to ſnun the couſoning trappes of 
thoſe that are numbred amongſt the vileſt kinde of 


people. Which ſelfeſame fruit is alſo to be gathered 


of

of theſe our common plaies and ſhowes , which 
grounded (after a ſort) vpon the rules of Philoſo- 
phie, do whet & ſharpenthe wittes of the lookers 
on: euenas the Barriers, Tilt, Torney, wreſtling, 
leaping or running, do by vſe ſtrengthenthe lims, 
and frame the bodie better and more able to diſ- 
charge, when neede ſhall carneſtly require their of- 
fice of armes. 

Inreſpect whereof, hauing fallen into my hands 
of late, a certaine French booke, the worke ſure of 
ſome learned and skilfull writer, driving principal- 
ly tothe like good purpoſe, deemed it could not be, 
but labour woorth, to ſpende ſome vacant dayes, in 
teaching it to ſpeake our mother Engliſn tongue. 
Eſpecially for that in full 4 found 
he had ſo handſomely by way of queſtion, couched 
togitherthe moſt behoucable points of all Philoſo-- 
phie, as to the diligent Reader moughtneedeſly 
bring with it exceeding rich encreaſe, both of pro- 
fit and pleaſure, Therathertruly , becauſe in order 
of his Treatiſe, not intermedling with the particu- 
ler dutie of any calling or eſtate, he generally con- 
cludeth of matter not impertinent to all degrees. So 
that leauing the rawneſſe of the infant and childiſh 
yeares to the care and corre ion of their nourſes 
and ſchoolmaiſters, beginneth to ſhape his firſt pre- 
cepts to the beſt aduamage of that age which (as it 
is moſt diſpoſed to the vanities of loue, ſo moſt like- 
ly to bee abuſed and miſcarried by the ſame) may 
heere in ſome part learne to knowe and eſchue the 

a 3 tempting: 
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tempting deceits of thatBoyiſh god, and his blinde 

diſciples, From thence leadeth hee vs into the darke 
ſtorehoufe of natures ſecrets, where with open eies 
peruling the weake condition of the worde and 
and worldly thinges , yea and of vs our ſelues, for 
whoſe ſake they wereprincipally ordeined, may re- 
mainethereot both more mindfull and thankfull to 
our Creator, Laſtly, he bringeth vs tothe fountains 
of good nurtture, teaching not onely in priuate caſes 
of dur ownliues & houſes, but in common wealth 
matters alſo, to giue ſuch verdict of things incident, 
as amongſt the wiſe and ſageſt gouernors, ſhal make 
vs eſteemed not altogither ignoraunt or emptie of 
good vnderſtanding. 

All which things, although it is not vaknowne, 
may by the learned bee picked out of the workes of 
the old and autentike Clarkes, yet for ſo much as fal- 
leth not to all men ſuch opportunitie, as whereby to 
rake vp their ſo huge and infinit volumes, it is to be 
hoped, the greateſt number, thoſe ſpecially whoſe 
good ſpirite mooueth rather to giue their leaſured 
houres to ſome vertuous exerciſe, then to idle (and 
for the moſt part diſpraiſable games) will with ſuch 
equitie vſe and conſture this Engliſhing of theſe 
briefe collections, as of alabour louingly vnderta- 
ken, both for their delectable recreation of minde, 
and profitable helpe of ſtudie, vherunto hewiſhed 
vniuerſally moſt happie ſucceſſe, till for the further 
benefit of them that fauour the reading of the ſcrip-
